T TNATTRACTIVE as it may appear 
^ to the provinces, the new federal- 
provincial tax sharing agreement 
which the Dominion government has 
“offered” is backed by logic. 

The word is put in quotation 
marks for the simple reason that 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker is under 
no obligation to enter into any agree¬ 
ment at all. He could if he chose 
Inform the provinces that when the 
present agreement expires there will 
be no renewal and the rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities connected with the col¬ 
lection of taxes for provincial use 
will be restored to the provincial 
governments. 

That in the first place would be 
in keeping with the excellent but 
nowadays almost forgotten doctrine 
that the authority spending public 
money should be responsible for rais¬ 
ing it. 

Almost all the 10 provinces have 
approached the federal government 

* with requests couched in the language 
of demands that they should have 
vastly increased allowances out of the 
composite taxes which Ottawa col¬ 
lect*. These if granted would require 
heavy increases in direct federal tax¬ 
ation for which the Dominion gov- 
ment, not the provinces, would get 
the public blame. 

The provinces are in a poor posi¬ 
tion to demand anything. The point 
to be remembered is that there is no 
statutory obligation on the Dominion 

• to collect revenue on behalf of the 
provinces. All there is is a custom 
established of wartime necessity back 
in the ’forties; one which has been 
continued on five-yearly renewals for 
the convenience of the provinces so 


as to avoid the expense and nuisance 
of double taxation. 

The Dominion if it wished to he 
mean about this could withdraw en¬ 
tirely from its pact with the prov¬ 
inces and let them set up 10 collect¬ 
ing agencies to do the work which 
Ottawa has been and still is willing 
to do on their behalf. For the public 
that would mean a return to the irk¬ 
some pre-war necessity of making 
separate income tax returns to the 
provincial government, and the remit¬ 
tance of separate taxes. Nobody 
wants to have to do that again. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker has 
countered the provinces’ demands for 
bigger shares of the total return from 
consolidated taxes with an offer to let 
them have as much money as they 
feel they need, so long as they set 
the tax rate and accept responsibility 
to the taxpayers for it. 

What could be more logical than 
that? It leaves each government with 
three possible courses of action: To 
let the combined rate stand as it is 
so that the change in responsibility 
would go unnoticed; to cut the tax 
rate and so ingratiate itself with the 
electorate; or to increase the rate 
and have more money to spend. 

From a national point of view 
there are of course disadvantages to 
the federal proposal, the chief being 
that it would or could result in 10 
different tax rates across the country, 
with complications as to residential 
qualifications. 

The point at the moment, how- 
ever, is that the provinces are not 
in a very good bargaining position. 
It could be that in peremptorily re¬ 
jecting the prime minister’s proposal 
they have spumed the only offer they 
are likely to receive. 


A Costly Problem 


'T’HE United Nations force in the 
A Congo has successfully achieved 
Its primary objective against almost 
overwhelming opposition from both 
within and without that unfortunate 
republic. It has re-established law 
and order, offered protection,to the 
inhabitants, reopened lines of com¬ 
munication and prevented trouble 
spreading to other parts of Africa. 

The cost has been high both in 
physical hardship and dollars and 
cents. Already the bill for the oper¬ 
ation has run to the staggering total 
■of $86,000,000—and there is still 
much to be done. 

All hope that the Congolese 
people themselves might soon be able 
to accept the responsibility of self- 
government seems to be fading, and 
with its disappearance must go any 
thought that the UN force will be 
able to withdraw in the near future. 

The question facing UN member 
nations is whether or not they can 


afford to shoulder this burden Indef¬ 
initely. Already Russia and her co¬ 
horts have bluntly stated that they 
will not support the force morally or 
financially. 

The most obvious move would be 
to make the Congo a UN mandate 
with a multi-racial governing execu¬ 
tive elected or appointed by the 
United Nations General Assembly. 
This UN government could remain in 
power until such time that the Con¬ 
golese prove themselves capable of 
taking over. An alternative to this 
would be to make one nation re¬ 
sponsible for governing the country 
but answerable to the United Nations. 

Either of these two courses is 
likely to be acceptable to the Congo¬ 
lese people because neither carries 
the smirch of colonialism. Either 
system would cost less than the pres¬ 
ent force because the governing 
power could utilize Congo revenue to 
run the country. 


Steady Progress 


'THE Community Chest is approach- 
* ing the half-way mark in its 
campaign goal of $350,000. That is 
steady progress and one hopes it is 
a promise that the final objective will 
be achieved. 

It is not necessary to emphasize 
In detail what failure to rea?h the 
budget requirements, or very close to 
this sum, would mean. The fine work 
of all the Chest agencies would be 
curbed and many good citizens of 
Victoria would suffer as a result. 
Even in the midst of plenty in an 
era of social betterment there is al¬ 
ways a section of the community that 
needs the good will and generous 
support of those more fortunately 
placed. 

That is the reason for the Com¬ 
munity Chest’s existence, although 
this is now a fact happily known to 
all. 

Chest returns when reported as 


slow in coming in are not an indica¬ 
tion that public charity is being with¬ 
held. This is a matter of procedure, 
of the gathering and reporting by 
canvassers of the donations received. 
Of necessity these cannot be daily re¬ 
turns and a wrong picture is apt to 
be received. 

Some people are influenced by the 
seeming progress of a campaign; 
tending perhaps to follow the crowd 
and give more as the Red Feather 
pointer moves upward. Or, possibly, 
vice versa. 

In fact the Chest workers are 
pursuing their effort with industry 
and optimism. They feel that if 
people do their bit the objective will 
be achieved. 

Probably no one would like the 
campaign to fail, and so there is4 call 
for everyone not yet canvassed to re¬ 
spond with good heart and willing 
purse. With every one pulling together 
success can be achieved. 


Interpreting the Newt 

Germany ‘Invades’ France

G ERMANY’S army is “overflowing” 
across the Rhine Into France for the 
third time since 1914— but this time with 
fche blessing of the French government. 

Under an agreement signed between 
the two countries. West Germany is 
permitted to take up training positions 
in eastern France. 

Although the camps will remain under 
• French command, both French and Ger¬ 
man authorities are aware of the ticklish 
nature of the scheme. Frenchmen 
haven’t seen German troops on their 
soil since the Second World War. and 
they were glad to see the last of them 
The agreement, after six months of 
negotiations, climaxes a delicate search 
lor adequate faciliUes for the West Ger¬ 
man army. 

German officials have argued that 
the choice training and storage areas 
In their own highly industrial country 
ore taken up by British and American 
troops. 

There just wasn’t enough room to 
train, and supply their own army, grow¬ 
ing ateadily in recent years, they argued. 
Bases outside Germany were needed. 

Germany tentatively approached 
Spain but gave up the idea altar touch 
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“Trick# or treaties" 


ing off protests within the NATO coun¬ 
tries. SoYne feared the motives behind 
German expansion into Spain. 

The FrenchGerman agreement, how¬ 
ever. has the blessing of NATO. It was 
suggested, when the secret German- 
Spa nish talks came to light, that Ger¬ 
many should seek facilities among its 
allies. 

The German* and French are losing 
no time in putting the agreement into 
effect before opposition, sparked by bit¬ 
ter memories of previous German en¬ 
tries, can crystallize. 

Many Frenchmen have not recovered 
from the psychological shock of defeat in 
1940. and the ordeal of the occupation by 
the Nazis is stiU a haunting memory. 

To keep at least some of the salt out 
of the French resentment, the initial Ger¬ 
man contingents will wear khaki uni¬ 
forms — of the type worn by French, 
British and American soldiers - rather 
than the field grey of 4he Second World 
War enemy. 

German officers ordered their men 
to be on their best behavior when they 
enter France. One officer «*»d the con¬ 
duct of the units can be vital to future 
FrenchGerman friendship. 


Thinking Aloud 

“. . of shoe*—and ships—and seal¬ 
ing wax—of cabbages and kings."

N O history book can ever be truly 
definitive. The personal bent of 
the author, his nationality and the 
eras concerned—his own and the 
one he deals with—aU help to shape 
the texture and the facta recorded. 

A history of the War of 1812, for 
instance, depends for its viewpoint 
on the side producing it. The Cana¬ 
dian and American versions differ. 

So do German and Allied accounts 
of the last war. As we have seen, 
also, allied generals are not them¬ 
selves of one accord. 

One tykes to think nevertheless 
that there ia sons'* verity to historical 
production. 

Probably the only realm which 
can approach history with aplomb is 
that of the movie makers. Since film- 
dom deals in fiction it has no com¬ 
punction about suiting history to its 
desires. Undoubtedly this adds to the 
allure of Its product*, but it plays 
ducks and drakes with history. 

The film makers have an illustri¬ 
ous precedent In Shakespeare, of 
course, who wrote with one eye on 
the reigning Tudor dynasty and 
whose apportionment of heroes and 
viUaina has colored the centuries. 
Not that moviedom requires any 
precedent; it makes its own. 

As for instance a film I saw the 
other evening. It was one of those 
old-timers resurrected for television, 
called “Suez.” Because once I bathed 
in the canal’s waters and Suez is fre¬ 
quently in and out of the news I was 
immediately attracted. And it was 
pleasing enough fare, with a hand¬ 
some hero and fair ladle* vying for 
his affections. 

The theme was the building of 
the canal, with Tyrone Power in his 
pristine freshness playing the part of 
De Lesseps. Since the latter was In 
his fifties at the time it took a men 
tal effort to accept the boyish beard¬ 
less Power, but this was a mere be¬ 
ginning. 

it it * 

I suppose movie makers do 
enough research to make their pres¬ 
entations comparatively valid, but’-4t 
was a surprise to learn that the Em¬ 
press Eugenie was a former flame of 
De Lesseps. The history books have 
been holding out on us. As the film 
happened it were better they had 
never met. but that would have 
ruined the love interest, real or in¬ 
vented. which is a hallmark of Holly¬ 
wood. It would have left too clear a 
field, alto, for the subsidiary' lass 
who followed De Lesseps to the canal 
diggings; there to die conveniently In 
a tornado. Even the movies couldn’t 
permit a fashionable diplomat-en- 
' gineer like De Lesseps to marry his 
•ergeant’s granddaughter. Not in the 
eighteen-sixties, anyway. 

There were greater surprises, 
however. The elegant young Powers 
is shown hastening from France to 
England for financial support, and 
there meeting the equally eloquent 
Disraeli, who promised that as soon 
as he became prime minister he 
would back De Lesseps to *he limit. 
Very conveniently again, this oc¬ 
curred overnight and Disraeli was 
able to proclaim, in a message to his 
queen, that he was opening a new 
world for his country. 

The only dampener for this ob¬ 
server. unfortunately, was that prac¬ 
tically no English money went into 
building the canal and it was nearly 
completed, some eight years later, be¬ 
fore Disraeli first became prime min¬ 
ister. It was another six years before 
Disraeli acquired from a spendthrift 
khedive the shares that put Britain 
into the Suez Canal business. 

None of this matter* to the "Suez” 
film, nor did It I’m sure to mil¬ 
lions of those who saw it. Counties* 
people will have a queer picture of 
history; that’s all.

Spreading Algerian War

WfHETHER Moscow objects to 
W Ferhat Abbas' plan to "spread 
the Algerian War” by means of an 
appeal to all Arab states is not clear. 
Khrushchev may well reckon that 
neither Nasser nor Bourguiba will 
wish to respond to such an appeal 
and that this may free him from the 
need to take embarrassing decisions. 

But he can have no certainty 
about this. In any case, the cry for 
the spreading of the Algerian war, 
raised unexpectedly from Peking, ac¬ 
counted for much of the feverish ner¬ 
vousness with which in New York 
Khrushchev consulted the Algerians 
and the other North Africans, doing 
all too evidently his best to please 
them, and lass evidently striving to 
prevent communist policy in North 
Africa from getting out of Soviet con¬ 
trol. v 

♦ * it 

Who is going to be the pacemaker 
—Mao or Khrushchev? This is the 
question, and the balance sheet of 
Khrushchev's performance in New 
York will certainly have a bearing on 
the answer. 

The fact that the call for a UN- 
sponsored referendum in Algeria has 
evoked little response jn the United 
Nations Assembly must add to 
Khrushchev's difficulties, when he is 
confronted with pressure for more 
radical forms of pro-Algerian action. 
Having, further, failed to achieve any 
of his proposed changes in the or¬ 
ganization of the United Nations, he 
will find it hard to argue against the 
Chinese, who have always viewed the 
UN as a "mere tool of American im¬ 
perialism,” that the Algerian conflict 
should be left within the UN’s juris¬ 
diction. 

The spread of the Algerian war 
has become a distinct possibility; and 
this must have been at the back of 
Khrushchev's mind In the latter part 
of hia stay in New York, when he 
so often startled the United Nations 


Assembly by references which to his 
audience sounded gratuitous and over- 
dramatic. 

Up to Khruahchev’s departure 
from New York, official Moscow re¬ 
mained confused and bewildered 
about the "new line” on Algeria. In 
vain did Abbas try to pin down the 
Russians about further aid and the 
mode of the diplomatic recognition. 

All that Moscow’s officialdom 
knew was that they could no longer 
treat the Algerian with the cool and 
even ironical condescension they had 
shown him before the latest turn of 
events. When Abbas was leaving Mos¬ 
cow, on Oct. 10. the red carpet was 
unrolled at last, but rather sparingly 
and grudgingly. Koasygin, who on be¬ 
half of the government attended the 
farewell ceremony, assured the Al¬ 
gerians of Soviet sympathy for their 
"heroic struggle”; but he did not go 
beyond such laconic generalities. 


It was left to Abbas, in his farewell 
address, to interpret recognition, to 
remind the Russians of promises of 
aid. to restate that the Algerians were 
fighting against NATO and not just 
against the French, and to proclaim 
once again that "peaceful co-existence 
is unthinkable without the final 
liquidation of all colonial rule.” 

The Russians did not officially 
take up these formulas. But Abbas 
left Moscow in the knowledge that 
henceforth he could appeal against 
Russian half heartedness to Chinese 
militancy. 

Algeria is clearly going to claim 
much of Khrushchev's attention in 
coming weeks and months. It la al¬ 
ready the focus of the controversy 
between Moscow and Peking; and in 
the coming year it may yet become a 
focus of wider international tension, 
far more inflammatory than The 
Congo has been this year.

Standardized Curricula

*T*HE need for standardized educa- 
* tional curricula in Canada has 
long been obvious and action to do 
something about it la overdue.

But obviously there 
Is need for a greater measure of 
standardization than Is now the case"

The Test 
Of Party 

By MARQUIS CHILDS 

T HE greatest question mark in the 
whole U.S. election campaign is 
w-hether registered Democrats will 
vote Democratic on Nov. 8 . If they do 
then Sen. John F. Kennedy will be 
elected by a large majority of elec¬ 
toral votes, since in almost every state 
the Democrats have enrolled majori¬ 
ties that exceed the Republicans. 

This was dramatized in California 
w here with an intensive new registra 
tion drive the Democrat* maintained 
their three-to-two lead over the Re 
publicans. The totals show 4.295,330 
Democrats and 2. 926.408 Republicans. 

Democratic leaders are saying 
both in private and in public that 
they w‘ll carry this state. They have 
become increasingly optimistic dur¬ 
ing the past week or so. Republicans 
are more cautious, insisting that 
while Vice-President Nixon may have 
a slight lead today the race is ex¬ 
tremely close snd it could go eiUyft' 
way. The California odds, irTtH^view 
of this observer, do seem to favor 
the Kennedy-Johnson ticket because 
of the very nature of the campaign 
not only here but throughout the 
country. 

it it it 

Republican hopes are based on the 
belief that Democratic registration 
means comparatively little and that, 
as in 1952 and 1956. enough registered 
Democrats will vote for the Republi¬ 
can candidate. Democrats are con¬ 
vinced that party choice in registra¬ 
tion is significant, particularly with 
new voters who favor the programs 
the Democrats stand for and which 
Senator Kennedy advocates in his 
speeches. 

If the Democrats are right and thi* 
is a test of party, then the election 
becomes, quite apart from Us mean¬ 
ing for the world and America's posi¬ 
tion as a world leader, the supreme— 
perhaps the ultimate—challenge to 
the Republicans. For a Republican, 
running as a party man, has not won 
a presidential election since 1928 when 
Herbert Hoover defeated Al Smith. 
And during that 32-year interval the 
Republicans have controlled the Con¬ 
gress for only six years and then by 
slight majorities. 

it it it 

Prior to 1952 President Eisenhow-er 
had no party affiliation. He was 
wooed by both the Democrats and tha 
Republicans, finally accepting the 
embrace of the latter. But as a na¬ 
tional hero he has always tended to 
take a position above partisan poli¬ 
tics. It is in this role, as a warm¬ 
hearted paterfamilias, that at the 
height of the present campaign he ia 
making his current leisurely "non- 
political” tour of the country. 

Except occasionally to give therr. 
his blessing, the president has dona 
little or nothing to reshape and re¬ 
build the party he belatedly chose. 

In short, he has been a non-political 
president. 

In the current contest certainly 
Nixon Is no Elsenhower, nor is Ken¬ 
nedy a Roosevelt. That la to say. the 
choice is not between s powerful and 
popular personality and a party man 
marching under the party banner. It 
is neither 1936. when Franklin Roose¬ 
velt waa running against Alfred M. 
Landon. nor 1956 when President 
Eisenhower was running for re-elec¬ 
tion against the challenge of Adlai 
Stevenson. 

it it it 

Nationwide the Gallup poll gives 
the Democrats an edge of 19.000.QJB 
voters over the Republicani. based on 
S calculation of total registration. In 
states auch as Pennsylvania and Dela¬ 
ware. where the Republicans have al¬ 
ways led. the Democrats now hava 
majorities. In Michigan, where regis¬ 
tration has increased 19 per cent from 
the total of last April, most of the 
increase has come in Detroit snd 
other industrial areas that are heavily 
Democratic. 

The Democrats have 34 of the 50 
state governors and most of the 
mayor* of the big cities. These are 
hard political facts that can, and in 
most instances do. add up to patron¬ 
age and organization. In a contest 
along party lines this could be tha 
deciding factor. 

But there are important qualifiers. 
First and foremost is the religious 
question. In certain cities, notably Loa 
Angeles, it could work against Ken¬ 
nedy A flood of anti-Catholic litera¬ 
ture is being released acrosa the coun¬ 
try, timed for the last two week* of 
the campaign. And a generous *har# 
is allocated to southern California 
where, with an influx of southerner* 
and midwestener*. this appeal to pre¬ 
judice may find a response which it 
would not have in the east. 

* * * 

In some areas the Nixon organiza¬ 
tion. as apart from the regular Re¬ 
publican organization, is working 
harder and more effectively where the 
voters live than the Democratic or* 
ganizations. Democrats will say pri¬ 
vately that this is true In southern 
California where the Nixon workert 
are doing a thorough and tireless job 
at the precinct level. 

Kennedy la coming back to Loa 
Angeles for the flrat two days in 
November; Nixon is now scheduled 
for Nov. 3. 4 and 5. The Republicans 
will pour big money into a massive 
TV-radio coverage in the last 10 days. 
What happened in November of 1916 
when a few- thousand votes trickling 
in from California’s northern counties 
decided the presidency haunts tht 
dreamt of both the candidates.

ITACKLE BOX 


One of the secrets which can help bring success 
In salmon fishing is to handle your line, lure and 
weight as little as possible. 

Not too many anglers have put much stock in reports 
that the human body gives off an odor which can be detected 
by salmon and which does affect fishing, but there la little 
doubt but that it is true 

In one instance I know of. an experienced American 
angler fished day aftfr day In Cowichan Bay without success! 
while his partners w’ere having no trouble getting limits or 
near limits. In aheer desperation, the unfortunate one asked 
his Cowichan Bay host to take him out to see if he could, 
discover what he was doing wrong. It was noted immediately; 
that the visitor had uncommonly "sweaty” hands and being a 
painstaking type of fisherman, that ne handled his tackle 
excessively. Gloves were suggested, used, and the skunkings 
ended 

That would not necessarily be proof, but It does mean 
something in the light cf what fisheries biologists have been 
learning. 

It was noted some years hack that salmon coming up 
fishways on their way to spawning grounds would turn around 
and swim away when someone stuck even a finger in the 
water. Experiments followed. Several foreign substances.

Prospects for deer hunters should be better from 
now until the end of the deer hunting season, both be¬ 
cause dirty weather, which may be expected from now 
on, makes for better hunting and because the rutting 
season is approaching. 

Pheasant hunting on the island has not been too good 
this year, not because of the lack of birds, but because of the 
ever decreasing amount of hunting areas and more and more 
posted farms. 

What is needed is an extensive public relations campaign 
on the part of hunter* in this area to get farms posted as 
'hunting with permission only” instead of as “no hunting 
permitted.” 

Thia practice has worked out well In the Vernon district 
where "No Shooting" areas are posted with red signs and 
••permission Only” area* are posted with yellow signs. 

One thing >s certain . . . and that is that farmers don’t 
want pheasants aplenty on their lands, and so long as hunters 
learn to respect private property they will be welcomed. 

★ * * 

There are lots of quail on Salt Spring Island, but no one 
appears to be shooting them, although quail are one of the 
sportiest of game birds and are certainly a gourmet’s delight, 
although it takes three or four birds to make a meal. 

Everybody and his unde seems to be getting ready to 
head for Tofino area for the duck and goose shooting on 
Remembrance Day weekend. The road in to the west coast 
areas is reported in bad shape, but this is not expected »*> 
deter many hunters who wish to explore this choice water¬ 
fowl area, which up until now has been known to only a few 
experienced hunters. 

Duck population in the Tofino area on opening day was 
better than last year, and this week more than 1.000 Canada 
geese were reported In the Tofino waterfowl management 
area. 

There are a few flocks of snow geese reported on the 
island and one of them is in the Cedar district of Nanaimo.

Bay, but the odd spring is being caught in Sooke, Victoria 
waterfront and Oak Bay waters. Weather during the past 
week ruled out most fishing.

Rod Smith and Cray Allan had a good catch from the 
Marble Bay area of Cowichan Lake on Wednesday, trolling 
an invicta fly. They landed a 64-pound cutthroat, a three- 
pounder and a 24-pounder.

The Central African Federa¬ 
tion is conducting an "experi¬ 
ment in black and white” and 
the consequences will be of 
interest throughout the world. 

This experiment and some¬ 
thing of its background were 
outlined to the Victoria Rotary 
Club yesterday by Colonist 
editor • in - chief Richard J. 
Bower, who has spent many 
years in the African continent 
and in the region involved. 

The federation consists of 
Southern and Northern Rho-, 
desia and Kyasaland—the first 
self-governing colony, the 
hther two British protector¬ 
ates. 

7.000,MM BANTU 
Total federation population, 
said Mr. Bower, consists of 
about 7,000.000 Bantu, or 
blacks, and 300.000 whites. 

The three regions formed 
the federation after Southern 
Rhodesia had voted down sug¬ 
gestions that it join the Union 
of South Africa. U was felt 
that the three regions could 
each contribute to such a 
federation, and all benefit 
from it. 

Constitution of the federa¬ 
tion offers something quite 
new. said Mr. Bower. It bound j 
all future governments to keep 
all people equal, with white 
and black working together. 
GREAT PROGRESS 
In spite of strong opposition, 
great progress had been made 
on these lines, particularly In i 
the field of education. 

One incentive for blacks to 
improve themselves was a 


multi-unit vote system, w’here- 
by individuals might qualify j 
fw as many as 10 votes 
through grades of education, 
positions held, and so on. 
These apply to whites and 
blacks alike. 

Naturally, said the speaker, 
the whites in the federation 
want to keep their holdings, 
and the blacks fear apartheid; 
but more and more throughful 
black leaders are urging their 
people to seek education and 
abandon ancient tribal rites 
and superstitions to better 
qualify themselves to govern 
themselves.

"Passenger train service on 
Canadian Pacific is no longer 
required for the economic well- 
being of Canada,” he said, 
pointing to growing travel by 
auto or airliner. 

“Canada and its rail trans¬ 
port Industry 'cannot afford 
the luxury’ of providing costly 
and unnecessary passenger 
services.” 

NKW LEGISLATION 

He proposed new federal 
legislation to permit Canada’s 
hard-pressed railways to get 
out of passenger runs and, 
branch line services that lose 
money—without costly, time- 
consuming hassles with com 
muni ties Involved. He did not; 
indicate how the passenger re-1 
duction program would affect f 
railway jobs. 

Mr. Emerson also called on 
the federal government to pay 
for free transportation handed 
MPs and senators at present 
by law. At the same time, he 
announced that the CPR plans 
next year to abolish or restrict 
free-travel passes provided for 
g wide range of people. 

POOL TRAINS 

The CPR and CNR ire 
studying areas where they 
might pool their passenger 
trains, he said. He said the 
CPR abandoned its Winnipeg- 
Saskatoon Edmonton run be¬ 
cause the CNR was the domi¬ 
nant aarrier on the route. 

He submitted the results of a 
cost study of passenger serv¬ 
ices in 1958 which showed a 
burden of $15,500,000 from un¬ 
profitable runs. The difference 
between revenues and expenses 
was 930.000.000, but a CPR 
spokesman said this could not 
be properly called a deficit. 
BRANCH LINES 

On branch lines, the CPR of¬ 
ficer denied that the CPR has 
any large-scale abandonment 
program in mind. 


Nine branch lines involved 
144 miles 77 miles in the 
West. 63 miles in the East—are 
to be dropped if authorized by 
the board of transport commis¬ 
sioners.

1 n Elemental Urge 

By M. V. CHE8NUT, FKHs 


Garden Notes 


I imagine almost every gardener 
has. at one time or another, felt the 
urge to plant the seed of a fruitf 
tiee. You may be eating an apple 
or a peach or digging into your break 
last grapefruit, when it dawns on 
you that those things in your fruit 
aie actually seeds, capable of grow¬ 
ing. whereupon you pick one out. 
push it in the soil alongside one of 
your houseplanls and sit back to see 
what comes of it. 

Theee fruit seeds have a habit of 
germinating fairly readily and pro¬ 
duce seedlings which grow suprising- 
ly fast, providing quite a thrill for 
experimental-minded gardeners. Tha 
baby fruit tree is potted up on its 
own an«1 eventually planted out and 
its proud owner has visions of pick¬ 
ing vast crops of Macintosh apples 
or Bartlett pears from the seedling 
tree a few years hence. 

P P P 

I wouldn’t go so far as to con¬ 
demn the practice of sowing fruit 
tree seeds. After all. it does no harm 
and is a lot of fun and I must con¬ 
fess that we acquired a tiny palm 
tree in this way. My wife was bak¬ 
ing a batch of date cookies when this 
familiar urge struck her. she stuck 
a date stone rn a flower pot and our 
baby palm is now one of our most 
interesting hoiiseplants. 


I must point out, though, that the 
chances of getting good fruit from 
seedling fruit trees are very slim. 

First, there is the problem of 
hardiness. You can’t grow date 
palms outdoors in our climate a^d 
there is no possible way of growing 
the tree to fruiting age and size in 
doors. The same goes for the citrus 
fruits. There are special dwarf 
varieties of lemon, fig and tangerine 
which can be grown as houseplants 
and which will bear fruit, but these 
cannot be started from seeds taken 
from store-bought fruit. 

♦ * * 

Second, even with the hardy fruit, 
seedling trees are not likely to pro¬ 
duce fruit anything like their parents. 
A seed taken from a Macintosh 
apple will have Macintosh as its 
mother, but who the father was is 
anybody’s guess t- it could be any¬ 
thing from a G ravens tein to a wild 
crabapple. 

If you bred a bulldog to a colli*, 
you wouldn’t expect the offspring to 
be anything like nor as good as 
either of the parents. There is per¬ 
haps one chance in a million that 
one of the pups may turn out to be 
a superdog — forerunner of a new 
breed of dogs. Your chances of get¬ 
ting superior fruit from your seed¬ 
ling tree are on about the same odds, 
about the only exception is the 
peach, which produces remarkably 


good fruit from seed-grown trees. 

A good example of the superdog 
idea is Stark's Golden Delicious 
apple, This was a single seedling 
Her- nobody knows its parents— 
' found growing on a remote farm in 
the West Virginia mountains. 

F * * 

On tasting the fruit, the Stark 
people paid $5,000 for the tree and 
built a burglar-proof cage around it 
to keep unauthorized* persons from 
snitching slips and grafts. I mention 
this to illustrate how rare It is for 
any chance seedling to bear fruit 
superior to the known varieties. 

The third discouraging factor is 
the time it takes a seedling tree to 
reach bearing age. Like any other 
baby. >our little tree must live out 
its childhood before it reaches the 
age of reproduction and. in the case 
of an Apple seedling, this may mean 
a wait of 10 to 15 years before you 
get a chance to sink your teeth into 
the fruit. 

This is a long time to wait to find 
out whether the fruit from your pet 
seedling is sweet and luscious or 
whether it tastes like a mouthful of 
blotting paper. The only way you 
can satisfy your curiosity sooner is 
to graft a bit from your mystery 
seedling on to an established tree of 
the same fruit, where It should 
blossom and bear fruit within two 
or three years.

Peter Black is a black-haired, tart- 
tongued. tart visaged Individual who 
could easily be mistaken for a critic 
which, as a matter of fact, is what he 
is. Black, who is in North America 
on a Ford Foundation travelling fel¬ 
lowship, is television critic for “The 
London Daily Mail.” one of the few 
newspapers in London (or anywhere 
else) which takes .television seriously 
enough to criticize it. 

I asked him to give me a capsule 
criticism of television In England and 
he replied approximately as follows: 
“A lot of good work Is being done in 
England, especially in plays. They do 
quite a lot of good original drama 
with a good many high quality adapt¬ 
ations. But. I’m afraid there is also a 
good deal of Grade II drama also. So¬ 
ciological soap opera, I call It 
♦ a ★ 

‘There’s a serial called ‘Emerg¬ 
ency Ward 10* which Is a degree or 
two better than plain soap opera.” 
(I’ve seen this one and its chief im¬ 
provement over our soap opera is the 


superb diction of the nurses who can 
say: “Are you feeling bettah?” with 
overwhelming self-assurance .)

“Most of the time, the common 
ground turns away from quality 
rather than toward it In prime eve¬ 
ning time there is the same unwilling¬ 
ness to experiment that I find here. 
What worries me most is the gen¬ 
eral lack of humility among the top 
people In commercial television in 
England. 

♦ * * 

“Really. It’s rather terrifying to 
have that much complacency founded 
on not much solid achievement. They 
■ re rather like fish and chip sales 
men who have made fortunes because 
a lot of people are willing to pay 
four and six for a packet of fish and 
chips worth only four shillings.”

T asked Mr. Black to compare run- 
of-the-mill television here and in Eng¬ 
land. “American television Is better 
than ours,” he said promptly, “for 
ore simple reason. At least you make 
your own rubbish. You don’t just buy

"The Give the People What They 
Want school of television is very 
smug. It’s true that people accept *' 
awful rubbish but to say they want 
ii is something else again.

They should do some- * 
thing about it. 

"However, except for its light en¬ 
tertainment and its American rub- 
bish, British television is pretty good. 

You see. we at least have the BBC 
and It still has a wonderful freedom 
to do what it wants. That freedom 
has actually been given an edge of 
competition by commercial television. 

Because of commercial television, 
the BBC has improved Its quality. 

It’s less stuffy and patronizing, par¬ 
ticularly in the handling of news. On 
the whole, British television is not as 
. inventive as American television. 

There is nothing like Jack Paar over 
there.”
